A pool vacuum works on the same principle as a 
Carpet vacuum — but sucks water rather than air. 
Most filters have a. vacuum attachment but if you 
have no filter, you can buy a pool vacuum attach- 
ment for your garden hose. Using the vacuum is 
simple and should be carried out every day-— pre- 
ferably first thing in the morning. oe 

The skimmer should follow the vacuum. It is 
used to skim the surface of the pool removing 
floating debris and insects. 

The test kit, used correctly, is your most valu- 
able aid towards keeping the pool water clear. It 
determines whether you are adding the correct 
amount of chemicals to the water. The yellow 
chiorine side is the most important test. 2 

Test the chlorine content of the water each eve- 
ning. You are adding enough if the test ‘indicates 
that there is still some left from the night before. If 
the-chlorine test shows clear, you should double 
. the amount added the previous evening and contin- 
ue: With this until a satisfactory chlorine reading is 
obtained. Once a week, on the same evening, add a 
double dose of chlorine. 

‘The other side of the test kit will indicate the PH 
of the pool water. This is a measure of the acidity 
or alkalinity of the water. Correct PH is important 
—~ too much acid will sting swimmers’ eyes, and 
too much alkali will prevent chlorine from working 
efficiently. 

All the chemicals and test kits are available at 
Herbert's Amcal Chemist.
